A. WHAT WAS THE POLITICAL CLIMATE IN THE DR AT THE TIME OF THE 
ASSASSINATION? - 1 LEFT THE DR ABOUT ONE MONTH BEFORE THE ASSASSI- 
NATION 

BUT BEFORE I LEFT THE PLACE WAS RIFE WITH TALK OF CHANGE. THERE WAS A 
PLOT EXPOSED IN DECEMBER OR JANUARY BEFORE THE ASSASSINATION IN MAY IN 


WHICH THE ACTION WAS TO TAKE PLACE AT A RODEO. CONGRESSMAN PORTER 
MENTIONED THIS PLOT BEFORE IT WAS SCHEDULED TO TAKE PLACE AND THERE 
WERE PERIODIC ATTEMPTS OR RUMORS OF ATTEMPTS FOR MANY YEARS. 

B. DID THE EMBASSY KNOW THOSE WHO WERE PLOTTING? YES, THEY 
WERE AMONG OUR NORMAL CONTACTS, PROFFESSIONAL MEN PRIMARILY? 

C. WHY DID THEY TALK TO U.S. OFFICIALS ABOUT SUCH THINGS? - 
FOR A VARIETY OF REASONS. FOR ONE THING, AT THAT TIME THEY 
HAD REASON TO BELIEVE THAT THE UNITED STATES WAS NOT FRIENDLY 
TO TRUJILLO CONSIDERING THE TALK OF HIS HAVING KIDNAPPED 

A U.S. CITIZEN, MURPHEY, AND HAVING BROUGHT HIM TO THE DR WHERE 
HE WAS KILLED BECAUSE OF HIS INVOLVEMENT IN ANOTHER KIDNAPPING 
IN THE U.S. - THAT OF PROFESSOR GALINDEZ. ALSO, TRUJILLO HAD 
BEEN ACCUSED OF THE ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF A FRIENDLY 
LATIN AMERICAN PRESIDENT, ROMULO BETANCOURT OF VENEZUELA, AND 
DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WERE BROKEN BY THE UNITED STATES AND THE 
OTHER ORGANIZATION OF AMERICAN STATES MEMBERS. I WOULD HAVE 
BEEN SURPRISED IF THERE HAD BEEN NO SERIOUS PLANS TO DISPOSE 
OF TRUJILLO CONSIDERING THE RECENT PROBLEMS, FINANCIAL AND 
OTHERWISE, THAT WERE ASSOCIATED WITHHIS ADMINISTRATION. 

THOSE IN THE BEST POSITION TO DO SOMETHING ABOUT IT WERE 
ACQUIRING MORE REASONS TO DO SOMETHING. FOR THIS REASON, THE 
U.S. HAD NO NEED TO ENGINEER A PLOT AGAINST TRUJILLO EVEN IF IT 
HAD BEEN SO INCLINED. 

D. DID THE CIA PROVIDE ANY TANGIBLE SUPPORT TO THE PLOTTERS?
